■WAR AND ITS CHANGES. 



THE WATER SUPPLY AT THE 

jLATB FIRE. 

Editor British Colomist. — Sib, — I rogret 
very much the necessity of having to appear in 
print in order to contradict a remark made by our 
worthy Mayor in the Council Meeting, Nov. 25th, 
18C4, nfter tho reading of my communication to 
His Excellency tho Governor on the subject of 
tho late Eire at tho Old Fort Yard, as follows : 

"Tho Mayor remarked that on making onquiry 
into the matter, he found iiiat at the timo of tho 
fire tho supply of witter was very low In the 
tanks, hut on the foilowing day they were all 
filled." 

I feel confident that such statement would not 
have been mado unless ho was wrongly informed 



by some one connected with tho Spring Ridgo 
Water Company. Ilia Worship may well re- 
member a conversation that took place in his 



There is a strange mixture of tlio infernal 
and the noble — tho inglorious aud tho sublime 
—in war. When wo read tho " bald and 
disjointed" paragraphs lhat coma to us in 
the shape of telegraphic news, we sometimes 
learn that a battle has been fought, an arm; 
defe&tod, and a country overrun by the con- 
queror! ; but the nnrrativo is so tame and bo 
common place that we soarcely bestow a 
thought on the dreadful scenes which lie 
behind the telegraphic " drop curlnin." Tho 
smoking roots, the deserted villages, tho ties- 
oltilod farms, the women and children turned 
adrift, while their husbands and fathers, who 
were yesterday in the enjoyment of buoyant 
henllh, to-dBy lio " stark and slid under tho 
hooli of vaunting enemies,'' tho slowly dying 
uucared for wounded, and the maimed unci 
crippled whoso helpless forme are borne over 
many a rough and torluoua highway to tho 
army hospital — theso are things to which the 
mind but rarely reverts, and yet they are tho 
dread hut invariable accompaniment of every 
battle. Occasionally we learn the effects of 
an army's march — ol the " desolation and 
destruction that mark its progress." Wo are 
told that Shoridan in his recent falling back 
in the Shenandoah Valley, laid waste the 
whole country from the Blue Ridge to the 
North Mountain, burning 2000 barns Tilled 
with hay, wheut and fanning implements, 
and over seventy mills Dllcd with Hour and 
wheat, and all for the military purpose ol 
making the country untenable for the Con- 
federate army. When wo consider the de - 
vastation that has ovorrun the Southern 
States from tho commencement of the war 
— the millions upon millions worth of prop- 
erly that has been destroyed — enough to 
feod all the starving of the old world — we get 
some faint idea of that malignant influeneo 
which presides over man when warring with 
his kind. 

When we leave the doplorablo physical 
effects of the internecine strife which rages 
on the American continent, and turn onr 
attention to the moral metamorphoses in tho 
belligerents, wo begin to see that the fiery 
ordeal has not been fruitloss — that the beset- 
ting sius of both combatants are undergoing 
that process to which the dross is subjected 
in tho crucible. We perceive that insulfira- 
ble braggadocio, by which tho nation 
was generally characterised before the 
war, give way to a modesty and humili 
ity nsoro in keeping with a Republic 
anu with a peoplo who can afford to be un- 
assuming. Tho great change, however, which 
has taken place is that in reference to 
Slavery. Before the war, oven in tbe North, 
there was but a small body— a faction il was 
called — who looked with horror on the insti- 
tution and who desired its abolition. Now, 
what do we find in the compromising North ? 
— a war which embraces in its aims " univer- 
sal emancipation." This is a change sturll- 
iog enough in tbe course of three short years ; 
but what shall we say of tho South, where 
the " peculiar institution" flourished ami had 
its being— of a people that went to war lor 
the greater security of Slavery — what shall 
we say of its metamorphosis so illogically 
grand ? It goes to war to perpetuate Slavery 
and it abandons Slavery to perpetuate the 
war. Was there ever a more signal rebuke 
given to a belligerent — a more effective 
argument against the casus billi? 

There is something significant in the 
Southern proposition to arm the slaves and 
give them their freedom ; not only because i t 
Bhows how hopeless Slavery has bocomo even 
in the eyes of the Confederates, but because 
it brings them to nearly the same point of 
viow as tho North. With Slavery gone there 
would bo roally nothing for the Soulh to 
light lor, and sho might as well save her 
valuahlo blood and her equally hard 
to be spared treasure. It is because 
things aro approaching this point that 
we have hopes of a speedy cessation of 
the strife. When we read of the sacrifices 
and of tho straits to which this self-denying 
people are put tho hope is further strengthen- 
ed. The finances of tho country are iu the 
most hopeloBS condition. Says tho Richmond 
Enquirer: — "Money has ceased to bo a 
slandard of valuo in the Confederacy. The 
promissory notes of the Government cannot 
buy supplies of labor. Great manufacturers 
hold out such inducements to purchusois who 
will pay in produeo, that even the stringent 
orders of tho War Department, forbidding 
detailed farmers to barter their crops for in« 
dispensable machinery, have bocomo power- 
less. Meohanics rofusu to work for anything 
but provisions. Teachers demand a pittance 
in eatables or a small fortune in treasury 
notes. Worst of all, Government itself oilers 
an immense premium on nil taios paid in 
kind by assessing provisions furnished lor 
t.'iat purpose at the highest market rate. Il 
floods the country with certificates of debt." 
With all this wretchedness— with the loss 
of life and the destruction of properly— 
with tho disruption of all the legitimate 
channels of trade whioh the war has caused — 
there is wc believe a briybler prospect fur 
North nnd South than ever. We can see the 
nation arise from its internal convulsion, weak

water and the actions of tho Water Company in 
not turning ou their water during a serious lire. I 
was requested by His Excellency to bring the 
matter before him officially, and also roport any 
other matters of an important nature whenever 
necessary, which request was complied with. I 
beg leave to state moat omphstically that tho 
cistern on tho corner of Fort and Government 
streets was not filled the "following day," and 
moreover, not a gallon of water was placed in it 
for several days after tho fire, except whon the 
water was turned into the cistern by myself, and 
finally, tho water wsb shut off altogether from that 
neighborhood until tho company was teady to fill 
it themselves, which thoy did, but not to its full 
capacity until Nov. 7th, twelve days after the fire. 

As regards the cistern on Langloy street near 
Yates, that was filled by the Tiger Engino Com- 
pany, commanded by their efficient Foreman, Mr. 
John Hunt, under my superintendence, on tho 
28th|Oct„ three days after the fire, (when I became 
satisfied that tho Water Company could not till it, 
owing to their scarcity of water and not having 
any pipes laid in Yates street) from the cistern on 
tho corner of Yates and Wharf streets. I need 
net remind the residents of Victoria- that if they 
had depended upon the Spring Hidge Water Co's 
supply of water to protect their property from fire, 
they would not at this time he enabled to pass 
their evenings so pleasantly, by visiting the Vic- 
toria Theatre and supporting a worthy aud enter- 
prising manager.

To the Honorable Speaker and Members of 
the House of Assembly of Vancouver 
Island : 

The humble petition of the Mayor, Coun- 
cillors, and other inhubilants of tho Oity of 
Victoria, shewelh : 

QdTliat Whereas a bill entitled " An Act ro^ 
luting to tho office of Coroner is now before 
your Honorablo' House, containing seolions 
obnoxious to the prerogative of the Execu- 
tive, to the liberty of the subject, and to the 
economical administration of the said office ; 

And Whcrens tho tendency in England, 
the British North American Provinces, und 
other parts of Her Majesty's dominions, is 
to abolish the special officu ol Coroner, and 
confer the functions of it on Magistrates; 

And Whereas it is expedient and desira- 
ble as far as compatible with good govern- 
inent to reduce instead of increase the num- 
ber of salaried ulcers in this colony, 

N„w Therefore wo the uu Jorsigned Mayor, 
Councillors, und other inhabitants of the City 
of Victoria, do humbly pray that your Hon- 
orablo House will re-commit tho said bill for 
further consideration ; and that as it is neces- 
sary that inquests be held where death occurs 
suddenly or under suspicious circumstances, 
we therefore pray that your Honorable House 
will pass a bill enabling stipendiary magis- 
trates or othei justices of the peace to hold 
inquests, subject lo the rules and regulations 
us applied to Coroners in England, with such 
modifications only as will adapt thorn lo tbe 
peculiar circum-tances ol this colony, and to 
t lie performance of the duties of Ihe said 
olfice by magistrates, stipendiary or other- 
wise, as the case may bo, instead of exclus- 
ively by a special coroner, and that the office 
ol special coroner, proposed to bo established 
by the " Act rolnling lo tho otliee of Coroner" 
be abolished, as the appointment of tho pres- 
ent incumbent of that office is considered 
illegal and invalid ; and as great inconveni- 
ence and annoyance have been occasioned 
by ihe unnecessary number of jurors sum- 
moned, your petitioners would respectfully 
suggest that in all ordinary cases of Sudden 
death which demand an onquiry, the number 
of jurors sworn be limited lo six.

NEW BOOKS. 

''The Potomac ani> the Kapidan." — 
Army notes from tli-a failure nt Winches- 
ter lo the Reinforcement ol Rosecrans, 
I8C1-3, by Alonzo H. Quint. 

This Is u nciilly printed and well bound 
volume of 3'.I8 pages, written by tho chaplain 
ol a Massachusetts regiment, embodying the 
experiences of a follower of the army during 
the period alluded to above. A description 
of the battles of Hull's lilulf und Cedar 
Mountain, of Popes' Retreat, and Hanks' 
Retreat, and the Rattles of .South Mountain, 
Antletam, and Chancellorsvillc is given. 
The honk is, however, more devoted to army 
details and tho routino of iho soldier's life, 
interspersed occasionally with anecdotes and 
colloquialisms. Tho mismanagement of tho 
early portion of the war is candidly explained, 
as well as the falsity of tho Northern des- 
pa tclies ol that period, by which it was made 
apparent thai Iho Soulh was always " whip- 
ped." The work is on the whole interest' 
hut the author is sadly lucking in vigor 
when he comes lo describe the thrilling in- 
cidents of the bailie field.

A schooner arr.veThisT evening from Port 
Angulos, reporting Iho schooner Brandt enp- 
siied off Port Angeloa during Saturday's 
gale and all htinds supposed to ba drowned. 
\ larga schooner believed to be the Bsraa 
vessel hud been previously seen Manding off 
from Blioro, but her namo and destination 
were unknown. Yesterday morning Captain 
Mootfort.of the Northern Light, discovorod 
a vessel bottom up, which proved to bo tho 
Brandt. Her boat was observed floating 
closo by but not a trace was found of the 
oaptain or crew, and there wore unhappily 
teo strong grounds for concluding that they 
had all perished. The Brandt is a fine largo 
schooner, and has oocaaionully vieitod this 
port. On these ocoasiona she had on board 
tho captain, his wife, two sons, and a deck' 
hand. Captain Motitfort, with tho aid of In- 
dians, was engaged in kedging the wreok 
ashore. 

THB KOOTENAY COUNTRY. 

Mr. J. W. McKay, Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's agent in charge at Fort Kamloope, 
eame down from British Columbia by the 
Enterprise on Saturday night. Mr. McKay 
has been eugnged during the summer in con- 
structing a 

TRAIL 

from Sooyoos Lake to Fort Shepherd, the 
Company's new station on the Columbia river, 
just north of the 4<Hh parallel. Tho total 
length ol the trail ia from 90 to 100 miles, 
and for the greater purt of tho way it runs 
through an opon level country. For the last 
2f> miles, however, from Kettle River to Fort 
Shepherd, thu course is through a mountain- 
ous and wooded country, utid somo heavy 
cutting had to bo done. Tho now trail lies 
wholly within British territory, and shortens 
the route from Hopo to the Columbia by US 
to 40 miles. Mr. McKay informs us that the 
report of Mr. Tamer, the leader of the New 
Westminster purty, on the roun to Kooleimy 
via the Shuswnp, is fully reliable, although 
he thinks that the distance across the "divide" 
from Shuiwap Lake to the Columbia has 
been ovur-rated.

A very exlcusive vein of Biker ore has been 
discovered on Cherry Creek in the Shuswnp 
country, by a Frenchman, who has been 
mining there last summer.
